The proposed amendments to independent claims 1,19 and 28 would require further 
consideration and/or search in that this is the first time that this application contained claims 
specifying that the fluorescence emitted from the samples on the substrate is measured while the 
excitation light illumination portion and the light detecting portion are moved relative to the 
samples. 

The proposed amendment to claim 19 does not place the application in better form for 
appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal in that "the moving speed of 
the samples" in line 2 of claim 25 would lack antecedent basis. 

With respect to applicant's remarks in the last paragraph on page 8 of the response, claim 

18 is not a dependent claim. Claim 18 is an independent claim directed to a substrate with 

samples arranged thereon. The intended use of the substrate is in the method of claim 1.
